Tlie 
evidence ])ointe<l to Sullivan as a man 
who desired revenge on C'ronvi, but it 
pointed to no ovcut !K>t. No imp.irtial 
man liould make up Lis mind that aiiv 
jury woul.l convict Sullivan on tliis 
evidence. The mere faot that one i)arty 
was an enemy of the man killed, was no 
proof that he was a participant in th" 
murder. He hail therefore come to the 
cnu'lusion, and not without very con- 
siderable hesitation that bail U> such an 
amount as to insure his a])puarance. 
should an iudictiueut be found should 
be accepted, 

Sullivan preserved his usual cool, 
stolid demeanor, when the conohisiou 
A^ as announced and an attempt to ai>- 
pluud was suppreaaed by the baililfs. 
There was an argument between the 
state's fttt<iruey and Mr. Trude as to the 
amount of ball. The latter, who saiii 
Sullivan was almost entirely without 
means, thoiiglit !3t5,000 to 11110,000 sutli- 
cient Finally !ji20,000 waa agreedXipmi. 
Four geutlemen. wlih swore to the iig- 
giegate jKiSKession of over 4i.'50O,OO0 of 
real estate, stepped forward, the bonils 
\> nve mudu out and signed and Sullivan 
walked out of the room a tree man. * 
The gland juiy spent serei-al hours in 
lieming the witnesses that testitieil lie- 
fore the coroner, but little progress was 
made. Officer Daniel Brown, who pre- 
fi-rred the chorgea of treason against 
Cronin, was on the stand five hours, but 
it is understood that he did not varv 
much ixotu his previous testimoay.
